WASHINGTON (UPI) — Her­ 
bert L. “ Bart” Porter, who told 
the Senate Watergate Commit­ 
tee he had kept quiet for fear 
he would be accused of “not 
being a team player,’ pleaded 
guilty today to one count of 
lying to the FBI about the 
scandal. 
U.S. District Judge William 
B. Bryant let Porter go free 
without bond and postponed 
sentencing 
until

At Bryant’s request, a prose­ 
cuting attorney described brief­ 
ly what he would have sought 
to prove in court had there 
been a trial. Bryant asked 
Porter if he had any “quarrel” 
with the government’s state­ 
ment, and Porter said he did 
not. 
The statement related what 
Porter had told the Senate 
committee in June—that Porter 
told the FBI on July 19, 1972 
that he had a conversation with 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, deputy 
director of President Nixon’s 
re-election 
campaign, 
about 
plans to use $100,000 to finance

To End Price 


Changes In Oil 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
federal government will move 
this week to end the price 
fluctuation in home heating oil 
tliat has caused some home­ 
owners to pay 50 per cent more 
than their neighbors, energy 
chief William E. Simon said 
today. 
Simon also told the Senate 
subcommittee on Intergovern­ 
mental Relations that the home 
heating oil crisis has been 
manageable re far—but that 
the crunch is far from over. 
Simon, head of the Federal 
Energy Office said the price 
fluctuations were caused by the 
difference 
between 
cheaper 
domestic produced heating oil 
and the more expensive import­ 
ed oil. He said new rules to be 
published 
in 
the 
Federal 
Register 
this 
week 
would 
assure each supplier an equita­ 
ble share of both products. 
‘This situation is particularly 
visible in New England, which 
historically has been dependent 
on imported products,” Simon 
said. “We in the FEO are 
deeply 
concerned 
when 
a 
homeowner pays 50 per cent 
more for heating oil than does 
a next door neighbor who uses 
a different supplier. We consid­ 
er the situation unfair and 
intolerable.” 
The sooner the heating oil 
situation, ran he stabilized, the 
sooner oil producers can shift 
the emphasis 
of production 
back to gasoline, Simon said.

will be the chances of gasoline 
rationing.

Heidi was found 'dying to her 
crib of smoke inhalation by 
firemen. Hie bodies of her par­ 
ents were found to a n o t h e r 
room. No cause of death has 
been determined for the parents 
pending more complete toxicolo­ 
gy reports.

Wavne John Fairley was Gen Greene, Dr Sexton 
was Gen Lafayette, and Miss India Hackleman 
was Madame Lafayette. A colorful tableau was 
given, and all acted their parts well. 
One of the outstanding features of the year was 
the exhibit of relics under the direction of George C. 
Clark and Dr Arnold Each item was catalogued. 
Major William McCoy exhibited a set of pewter 
dishes of colonial times which were used in Virginia 
before the Revolution Dr John Arnold exhibited 
china ware brought from the Isle of Wright Mrs. 
¡VIuire an old coffee pot that was 1 it years old, Jesse 
Spann a collection of old books brought from 
Philadelphia 150' years ago. a scrap book began in 
1701 oi Quaker origin and a legacy of her grand­ 
mother by Mrs K Jerusha (Pugin Spann A pestle 
and mortar 125 years old was exhibited by Mrs.

The Centennial Tea ended with a social dance 
during which the "Old Virginia Reel" was danced. 
The event netted $200.00, and all had a wonderful

On September 4, 1875, the Christian Sunday 
school musical convention was held on Saturday 
night in Rushville..... The Misses Minnie Mauzy, 
Ida Spurier. Ida Gray and Siddie Mauzy furnished 
some excellent vocal music. Miss Siddie Mauzy had 
been attending the Glenwood College of Music near 
Cincinnati, and was a pupil of Madam Rive She 
sang "I Dreamed I Dwelt in Marble Halls.” 
The instrumental music was under the direction 
of Prof..

By Rev. James Tharp 
What does the church have to say to the 
bewildered and bruised people of the Seventies? 
This should be the sobering concern of all pastors 
and lay churchmen. A very disillusioned world is 
waiting to hear what the message of Christianity 
will be in 1974. 
For us to reply that we are going to share the 
Gospel of Christ with our age is fine. But just what 
is our concept of the Gospel of Christ?

"And if Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also vain.” (I

Because of their faith in a Risen Christ, the early 
church held hope in many areas This week we shall 
examine in this column the hopes of the Gospel of 
the Resurrection, as held by the early church We 
shall also discover that it offers the only hope for 
our day.

South Viets 
May Renew War

PRESS FREEDOM 


Good journalism has benn 
hailed by a government lead­ 
er tor broadening the atmos­ 
phere of freedom. 
In Mexico City, Presiden 
tial Under-Secretary Fausto 
Zapata 
Loredo commented 
during a presentation of Na­ 
tional Press. Awards: "The 
atmosphere of freedom has 
broadened in M exico, thanks 
to clean and honest journal­ 
ism, with all its risks and 
consequences.” 
On the same day, at an 
assembly of the Interamerican 
Press Association in Boston, 
the co-editor of the daily “ Ei 
Heraldo de M exico,” Oscar 
Alarcon, called attention to 
the fact that there is freedom 
of the press in M exico. 


Alarcon said that during this 
time o f worldwide newsprint 
shortage, Mexico’s newsprint 
ma nufa ctu rer, Pr od u ctora y 
Im portadora de Papel, S. A., 
is making an enormous effort 
to supply all M exico’s dailies 
with enough newsprint. 
Alarcon added that self- 
censorship is rare in Mexico 
among editors and that there 
is no government interven­ 
tion in articles that news­ 
papers publish. 
Fausto Zapata represented 
President Luis Echeverría dur­ 
ing the presentation of the 
National Journalism Awards 
selected by a jury from the 
Mexico Journalists Club. 
During 
a 
brief 
address, 
Zapata, who himself is a for­ 
mer journalist, said that to ­ 
gether, the government and 
journalists have been able to 
create a climate of freedom 
and respect for ideas.
